“The proceedings were then closed 
and by way of a 1ousing departure 
long Chinese cracker was set alight at 
the entrance to the Kam Ling Hotel 
and amidst ite spluttering the Delega- 
tiou departed for embarkation on the 
4s, ‘Empire State” which sailed for 
San Fianusco yesterday evenmng. —
